Previous development work consisted main¬ 
ly of trenching and stripping, sufficient for 
assessment requirements, mostly on the 
small island in the narrows on Claims Cam 
16 & 17 where radioactivity was found along 
a fault. Several encouraging assays were 
taken at this discovery but sufficient work 
was not done to prove the potential of the 
find.

Several samples were taken from 
work done on Fault Claim 22, giving the fol¬ 
lowing results: Sample 501, .13%; 502, .23%; 
503, .15%; 504, .22%; 505, .13 r % U308. This 
group shows considerable promise and fur¬ 
ther prospecting in conjunction with strip¬ 
ping and trenching should be done. (Claud 
Watt Report, January 21st, 1955.) The fol-' 
lowing is taken from the report of Gordon 
W. Moore dated January 16. 1957 — The 
rocks occurring on the Fault Claim Group 
are considered to be favorable to the de¬ 
position of uranium. A pronounced fault 
called the “Beaver River Fault” runs across 
the property and during the course of the 
1956 work, strong radio activity was found 
in the loose debris in this fault zone. A little 
digging showed this radio activity to be 
caused by the presence of quite large cry¬ 
stals of uraniunite (another form of U308 
which differs from pitchblende in that it is 
crystalline rather than amorphous.)

Find two was made in the South cen¬ 
tral part of the group. G. W. U. claims 3 & 
4 striking north, gave very high scintillation 
readings over an area some 300 feet in 
length and 30 feet in width. Several 
trenches were made in this discovery, ele¬ 
ven samples were taken from these pits 
across 1 to 5 feet, giving chemical analysis 
returns from a low of .005 to a high of .026. 
These assays in themselves do not constitute 
ore at the present price but due to the in¬ 
dicated large tonnage ore possibilities, Mr.

This dyke was 
found to be strongly radio-active, showing 
yellow uranium stain in fractures. Trench¬ 
ing was done on this group. Eleven samples 
were taken from this dyke, giving low to 
medium assay returns of U308. Values were 
estimated at $20.00 per ton. (Claud Watt Re¬ 
port, January 21st, 1955.) In 1956 a complete 
mapping job on the kinds of rock on these 
claims was done by Gordon W. Moore.

43 CLAIMS — Mineral Claims Map 74-N-14- 
SE. Dew Claims No.’s 1 to 10, S28957 to

But it is suggested that close examination 
of all showings and their immediate vicin¬ 
ities be made and that further rock trench¬ 
ing and sampling be carried out. (Gordon 
W. Moore Report, January 16, 1957.) Mr. 
Moore further states he considers the Laird 
and Sal Claim groups to rate second in in¬ 
terest in the Great West claim groups visit¬ 
ed and mapped in 1956. A number of strong¬ 
ly radio-active showings have been uncov¬ 
ered, some pitch-blende and uranium stain.

Mr. G. W. Moore, Consulting Mining 
Engineer for the Company in 1956 states 
that while mapping these claims only three 
slightly radio-active “sop” counts were 
found in this geigering which was done in 
mid-August 1956. “High background” gieger 
counts were found in a number of places 
on the property but these are common in 
the general area.

An area 
of high radio-activity was discovered on 
claim Mac 9, on the north face of the south 
side of the valley wall, some trenching was 
done at this location. Several samples were 
taken, giving encouraging results, assaying 
over .50% U308. (Claud Watt Report Jan¬ 
uary 21, 1955.) Mr. G. W. Moore states that 
while mapping three radio-active showings 
were located on the property.

9 CLAIMS—Mac 116 to 119 and Mac 122 to 
Mac 126, S30437 to S30440 & S30443 to 
S30447, Mineral Claims Map 74-N-16-SW. 
Two radio-active finds were made, discov¬ 
ery one was made on Mac Claim 122. Two 
samples were taken from this discovery, 
giving the following results—Grab sample 
1.28% U308. Another sample chipped across 
a 12 inch width gave .10% U308. Discovery 
two was made on Mac Claims 118 and 119, 
showing high gieger readings, along a north¬ 
east trending fault and schisted area, for 
some 100 feet covered with over-burden at 
both ends. Two trenches were blasted on 
this find and three samples taken, giving 
the following results, Sample 230 grab 0.21% 
U308. Sample No. 231 across 18 inches, 
0.29% U308 and sample 232 across 12 
inches 0.22% U308.

5 CLAIMS—Norm 2, S36615, Norm 4 to 7, 
S11433 to SI 1416, Mineral Claims Map 74- 
N-10-SE. One main fault cuts this property 
in a wide depression, striking in a north 
easterly direction, severed minor faults 
striking east join this main fault at an angle 
of about 30 degrees. Considerable work was 
done on these claims, consisting of strip¬ 
ping, trenching and preliminary diamond 
drilling with X-Ray drill. A scintillometer 
and geographical survey was also made on 
the property, which resulted in outlining 
three radio-active anomalies. Assays from 
this work gave very encouraging results 
across mining width. (Claud Watt Report, 
January 21st, 1955). Mr. G. W. Moore made 
two visits to this claim group and reported 
that strong radio-activity was encountered 
indicating the presence of pitchblende. 
Samples taken from three of the most 
strongly radio-active pits in 1956 ran 0.26, 
0.22 and 0.14% U308 which is encouraging. 
It is considered that more detailed giegering 
should be done in the vicinity of the known 
radio-active showings.

18 CLAIMS—S27890 to S27907, Mineral 
Claims Map 74-N-15-SW. Trenching and 
stripping was done on this group. Two finds 
of importance were made on Tillie Claim 


10, some 250 feet in length and up to 9 feet 
wide. Considerable work was done at this 
discovery. Samples assayed as follows, all 
grab, 11.95%, 1.88% and .24% U308. Very 
high scintillometer readings were encount¬ 
ered on this zone. Some 900 feet north an¬ 
other large zone of high radiation was 
found. (Claud Watt Report, January 21st, 
1955.) This claim group was completely 
mapped by Mr. G. W. Moore so he would 
have a more complete idea as to the extent 
of the faults. In his report of January 16, 
1957, Mr. Moore states that the rocks found 
in this group are apparently for the most 
part favorable to the deposition of uranium 
mineralization. 

Airplane charter costs within a radius of 20 
miles of the seaplane base at Uranium City are 
fairly reasonable. Two companies are operating 
planes out of Uranium City, namely, Saskatche¬ 
wan Government Airways and McMurray Air 
Service. Within this 20 miles radius Cessna air¬ 
craft cost $22.50 per charter. This plane carries 
3 passengers or approximately 550 pounds of 
freight. Beaver aircraft flying within the same 
radius charge $32.50. Daily passenger and 
freight service between Edmonton, Alberta, and 
Beaver-Lodge Airport, one way fare between 
these points is $37.00. Freight of 100 or more 
pounds is $12.01 per hundred, smaller shipments 
at 14c per pound, express at 24c per pound. 

Water transportation to the area is conducted 
by the Government controlled Northern Trans¬ 
portation Company, running a fleet of motor 
powered tugs and barges. These boats operate 
from Waterways, Alberta the rail terminal, 
down Athabaska River to Athabaska Lake, then 
across Athabaska Lake to Bushell, where a good 
all weather road connects the Town of Uranium 
City and the principal mines. Charges for ordin¬ 
ary freight is $12.50 per ton between Waterways 
and Bushell. 

Rail freight from Edmonton to Waterways is 
$20.00 per ton, giving an overall cost of $32.00 
per ton to Bushell, with further costs from 
Bushel, to properties in the field depending on 
their location. 

Basic labour rates are approximately $10.00 
to $12.00 per day. This does not include board. 
It is customary to supply this above the basic 
rate. Food costs approximately $4.00 per day per 
man. 

Mining costs compare favourable with those 
in other parts of Canada. The existing water 
routes have proven most economical. 

One factor that may well contribute to cheap 
operation in the area is the announcement that 
the Lorado Mill will purchase the ore as mined 
if of commercial grade, without milling, This 






eliminates the cost of purchasing and operating 
a mill, which is no small consideration on time 
and costs.
